leaned uver to see If a train was com- 
ing, and plunged head first to the 
rails Just as a Ill-car train came in 
sight traveling at full speed. 


He got to his feet and tried to hoist 


himself back to the platform, but he 
did not have the strength, and fell 
back. Men and women began shout- 
Ing for help, and the grinding of the 
brakes could be heard as the motor- 
mtrn began the hopeless task of try- 
Ing to stop the train before it hit the 
man. 


But just when it seemd that noth- 


ing couid avert a tragedy, a young 
man. tall and lean, jumped to the 
tracks, lie grabbed the old man and 
the suitcase and with a mighty heave 
flung both to the platform with such 
strength that they knocked down sev- 
eral persons whu were leaning for- 
ward. Then the young man put his 
hands on the edge of the platform and 
vaulted to safety, the front car of the 
train missing him by Inches.

•t the bec'inine of the touring season, »re the Rrar* in the Irani- 
mission ra»e and rear ailr. 
Fortunately these parti raretv give any 


Uuuuic anil itijuiie aiieniiun uuijr about onct evciy i,»Av or 3,iA*i 
rnile*. that is, if the (rear box and rear axle eatings are oil ti^ht. 
If thtic are leaking, then they will require attention much oftener. 


Generally at the beginning of the, cold weather, thf wise inotorist 


draini off the heavy oil he hai been using in the** unit* during the 
summer, and replacrs it w:;h a much lighter oil for the colder weather. 
If heavy oil i« user! in roM wcathnr it becrmiM very stiff tnd thirk 
and absorbi quite a tare? amount of power and at the same t;mr» makes 
Kf>r changini; a little difficult. 
For the summer you nfd to use a 


fairly heavy oil to nnhion the Rrar*, so that the tir«.t thing to do i< 
to drain out the old oil from both gear case a:id rear axle, and 
replace it with the proper grade of lubricant for the <ummer. 


First remove tlir drain plnn 


you mill find at the bottom of the 
gear box and drain off all the old 
oil. then replace the plug and 
pour in about a quart of kerosene. 
Take a pood s;ilf brush and re- 
move all the old oil from the fare 
of the pears, etc.. thrn drain off, 
If you have noticed any noise in 
the gear box. now i< tlif time to 
find out what is wronj;. 
Care- 


fully examine the tcrth on the 
Rear wheels to sre that none are 
broken or rhijjpfd, and at the 
same time feel if there is any 
play in the bearing of either the 
mam or the lay sliat't. If the bear- 
ing* of these shafts are worn 
badly, the lubricant will leak out 
of the Rear box and the pears will

If, However, atl prar treth and bushines are in good shape, then 


fill up with fresh oil. 
If possible consult the instruction book you 


receive with your car to ft* what kind of oil to use and what height 
to keep it in the Rear box- This is usually up to about the level of 
the lay shaft. 
When the gears are revolving they throw up enough 


o:l to lubricate the Rears and main shaft bearings. Do not on any 
account fill the Rear box to top with lubricant. 


It is a good idea while you have the kerosene handy and are on 


the job. to scrape off all the old dirty gummy Crease from the -sides 
of the gear box, then try all bolts to see that they are tight and 
that there are no oil leaks. 


The Rear Axle pears require 


about the same attention as those 
in the Gear box. Drain off al! 
the old oil and fill up with fresh 
oil to the level of the top plug. 
Be very careful not to put too 
much oil in the back axle or you 
will have trouble with it working 
out along the axle shafts and so 
On to the brakes and wheels. 


Fully 50% of all back axle and 


rear box replacements are caused 
by the carelessness of the Owner 
in letting the oil in these units 
get too low or in using the wrong 
kind of lubricant. If you use an 
oil that is too heavy, the gears 
track in it and when the car is 
going at any speed very little oil 
reaches the bearings and gears. The result is that these bearings 
and gears are not property lubricated and run hot then wear com- 
mences and before you know where you are, you have an expensive 
repair bill to pay. 
Consult the sen-ice manager of the service sta- 


tion for the car you drive. 
He will be glad to tell you the best 


grade of lubricant to use and how high to keep it in the gear box 
and rear axle.
